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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Regarding the Applicant's additional limitation added to Claims 1-3, 9, 10, 12, 32, and 44, Culp discloses this 
feature. Culp discloses a generator console that instructs the hand piece to operate in different modes, based on a handicap limit and a 
disable limit for criteria such as temperature of the end-effector, as explained in the previous Office Actions.
